Telecasmmtoafcians Advisor to toe President wito toe essistence of 
toe principal coanunlcsttlans organisations of the government, pointed 
up toe dependence at the t ec h nic al problems of teleocsaamieatiom* 

Upon breed national policy decisions. 

the report of toe President's Coanualeatlons Policy Board sub- 
mitted to Hereb 1951, considered many of toe interrelated national 
<H*& international problems inherent to toe preseat teleeosnuuicatlcma 
situation, sand toe report of toe President's Coneittee on international 
Information Activities recently completed stresses toe importance of 
top level policy control and gu i d ance of all toetruuents of foreign 
information. Sew scientific ’ techniques, which sons believe capeble 
of trensoceenic transmission of television programs, should be 
evaluated to teams of toe urgent needs of improved international 
oomunicatione for national security and other national policy pur- 
poses. They should also he Judged to tenns of toe United number 
of television receivers to use to foreign countries and the problem 
of different technical standards of transmission.
